1. This will confirm the account of w het I have alroady given 
ye« of e meeting some two week# ego with HMMUHHNwNI 

Since 1 hove discussed this with yoe I will merely summarise 
D»e eeggeetieee they made, ell of which seem sensible to me. 

2. Although die character of the weather instrumentation carried 
hy the 0-2 on weather mictions it one lac tilled (the instruments have 
already been lifted end described in public releases), the fact that the 
tracking camera it carried on these routines la order to obtain cloud 
photography remains classified. Public admission of the presence of 
eny kind of camera in the B-2*e weather instrumentation would certainly 
arouse suspicion as to the true mission of our detachments. 

3. It seems highly desirable that there should be a certain flow 
of unclassified correspondence through Air Force channels between 
each detachment and aWS Headquarters. Specifically, it was suggested 
***** AWS Headquarter* submit proposed mission tracks upon which the 
detachment commanders could comment la this channel. In addition, 
***** should also certainly he some kind of periodic reporting by 
detachment commanders to AWS. Tho purpose of those activities 

will be, of course, to moke the relationship between weather reconnais- 
sance and the AWS Headquarters a plausible one. 

4. One step which should he included in the procedure for the 
contingency of the lees of an aircraft should he an unclassified report 
of the lees by the detachment to AWS Headquarter*. The absence of 
any such report would be highly implausible and doubt# would be raised 
as to the reality of the cover relationship.
